We ara indebted loa medicrl correspon- 
dent for copy of tho Munater 
News giving a report of very 
iwportant poisoning “ease «which occut- 
red at Limerick lost month, An outbreak 
of diarrbooa and vomiting occurred in o Con- 
vent, and somo deaths eosucd -it is not 
stated how many. At the inguest it was 
proved that the whale of the inmates of the 
-eonvent, about eighty potsoas, had been 
poisoned by eating a oustdrd made of milk 
and «ggs that were oot quite fresh. 
From, the, evidenca of Sir Charles 
Cameron, fualyst, it appears that 
‘in food, especially of an albuminous charuc- 
ter, such aa fiesh, milk oreggs, pvisons of a 
most virulent natere have been generated 
and have produced disease and desth, Not 
long ogo five persons died in Dublio from 
eating mussels, which cuntained a poison 
generated in them. There are numerous 
onses on ‘record of persons having been 
poieoned by food into which no poison had 
been introduced either by accident or design, 
J, myself, nearly lost my life by swallowing 
one mouthfal of turkey which wase little 
“high!”
